Asbukovlea, Besava, Pomorava, Zvlzd, Krajlna, and other srez). How far com« 
pulj^lon is carried Is Eihown by the eiMiple of the secretary of the Srez Contt..ttee 
of People's Youth of Pancovo, who informed a village official by telephone Lha- 
hla head would be cut off if he did not send the stipulated number of youth 
for th® br:<gndc by the following day. 

Still the plans are not fulfilled. Morava, Zvlzd, Pomorava, Eesava, 
Ppdunavljc, Bsvanlca, Radjevlra, ana other srez failed to their plane 
and had to round up a supplementary group of youth In the same manner. 

The secretary of the Uzlce Srez Ccmmlttee of People’s Youth brouybt up in 
a conference In the Uzlce Oblabt Committee the problem of youth who run avay 
from the Kow Belgrade construction project and hide frem further conscrlpolon. 
This Is no isolated casej youth from all srez run away. 

In spite of all sorts oi’ compulsory measures, the plan for dr^t 
fer forest exploitation In Hom.olje, Zvlzd, Morava, and other srez tos failed 
by one third. The manpower plan of the Serbian Ministry of TAbor has Mt
